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None of the art known to Applicants teaches or suggests a cushion for supporting a 
person in a seated position and having a light source for providing light for a user, mounted to 
the back portion by an arm as required by claim 1 of the subject application, or a massaging bed 
cushion for supporting a person in a sitting position as required by claim 27 of the subject 
application. 

Accordingly, it is believed that independent claims 1 and 27, and the several claims 
directly or indirectly dependent thereon all are novel and patentable over the art of record.
